To  the  Citizens  of  Stoddard : — 

Another  year  with  its  two  terms  of  school  has  passed 
away. 

Much  more  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  parents  this 
year,  w'hich  has  assisted  the  children  to  become  more  inter- 
ested in  their  school  work.  Attendance  of  children  has  been 
better  this  year  than  last. 

It  was  stiil  deemed  advisable  to  transport  Mr.  Whipple's 
children  from  District  No.  2  to  Center  School. 

One  pupil  is  attending  high  school  at  Keene,  Miss  Ethel 
Whipple. 

Martin  Swett.  son  of  Daniel  E.  Swett,  attended  school  at 
Sullivan.  The  bill  for  his  tuition  this  year  is  pro  rata,  90c  per 
week,  amounting  to  $22.50,  which  came  too  late  to  be  paid  this 
year.
